MURDER BARES SPY 
RING IN’ PALESTINE 


Former Agent for Zaharoff on 
Trial for Killing Ex-Official 
of Soviet Russia.

JAFFA, Palestine, May 4.—Reu- 


ben Schenzvit, once the South 
American agent for the late Sir Ba- 
sil Zaharoff, Europe’s munitions 
merchant, was haled into court to- 
day on a charge of killing a for- 
mer Soviet official in what British 
intelligence officers say is an in- 
ternational mystery. 

Fearing hostile demonstrations, 
officials took Schenzvit from a soli- 
tary jail cell early today to appear 
at a preliminary investigation in- 
to the fatal clubbing of Jacob 
Zwanger, former Soviet Vice-Com- 
missar of Harbors, March 10. 
Schenzvit denied the charges. 

Investigation of the killing dis- 
closed an arms-smuggling ring, a 
secret radio station and alleged spy 
activities, intelligence officers of 
the British Royal Air Force said. 

Zwanger’s widow broke down and 
wept at the hearing when the vic- 
tim’s clothing, found on his body 
in a shallow grave March 27, was 
offered as evidence. She told the

Investigators think Zwanger was 
killed to seal his lips concerning 
the smuggling of arms into Pales- 
tine.

JEAN DE LUZ, France, May 
4.—Refuge for about 10,000 women 
and children from siege or bom- 
bardment in Bilbao, Spain, was 
virtually assured today ag several 
passenger liners hurried to evac- 
uate as many as possible before 
insurgent guns close the port. 

Bilbao’s Basque defenders fought 
desperately to halt the insurgent 
advance on the city, but insurgent 
dispatches said Gen. Emilio Mola’s 
troops were swarming into the 
mountainous region north of Bil 
bao and that their artillery already, 
commanded the Nervioh River, Bil- 
bao’s outlet to the Bay of Biscay. 


4000 to Sail Tonight. 


More than 4000 refugees, many 
children among them, were to sail 
tonight aboard the 10,000-ton Span- 
ish liner Habana, the first mass mi- 
gration from the threatened city. 


Arrangements were made to char- 
ter another large ship to remove 
4000 more children to England. The 
ship’s identity was kept a secret 
because of insurgent war vessels 
patrolling the Bay of Biscay. 

Advices from Bordeaux, France, 
said several] French steamers with 
a total capacity of 2000 refugee pas- 
sengers were being coaled and pro- 
visioned for a dash to Bilbao. 

The first to leave, the steamer 
Margaux with room for 500, was 
expected to clear Bordeaux harbor 
by midnight. The Carimare and 
Chateau Palmer, with space for 
1000 and 500 respectively, were 
scheduled to leave for Bilbao within 
24 ‘hours after the Margaux. 


President’s Family Leaves. 


The wife and children of the 
President of the Basque Govern- 
ment, Juan Antonio Aguirre, 
reached Biarritz, France, yesterday, 
joining refugee families of other 
leaders of the semi-autonomous 
Basque administration, which is 
lined up with the Madrid-Valencia 
Government in the civil war. Aside 
from those families, evacuation of 
civilians from Bilbao thus far had 
brought safety only to foreigners. 

There appeared little likelihood 
that all of the Spanish civilians in 
Bilbao, estimated to number some 
350,000, could be taken to foreign 
havens. 

France and Britain plan to trans 
port 5000, if possible, to France, 
where authorities have prepared to 
provide for them temporarily. 

Several British freighters which 
got food into Bilbao last week de- 
spite the insurgent blockade, still 
are lying at the Basque port. They 
are likely to be used to take out 
refugees. 

Foreigners Taken Out. 

The British destroyer Faulknor 
brought out 12 foreign refugees yes- 
terday, including the British Con- 
sul and Vice-Consul, and the French 
dispatch ship Somme arrived here 
later with 72 Frenchmen and Bel- 
gians. 

Among the Somme’s passengers 
was the 70-year-old mother of Hen- 
ry Querin, Belgian Vice-Consul at 
Bilbao. She had been jailed since 
her son went to France in Novem- 
ber, because, it was said, of insur- 
gent sympathies.

11 days ago—less than a week after 
he joined the United Mine Workers’ 
Union. 

Jasper Clouse, brother of the dead 
man, who was beaten when Lloyd 
was killed, gave a dramatic descrip- 
tion of the killing, which, he said, 
was done by two Deputy Sheriffs— 
William Lewis and Melvin Moore. 
Lewis and Moore are on the payroll 
of the Harlan-Wallins Coal Co., of 
which the principal owner is the 


Jasper and the widow were pre- 
ceded on the stand by Markham | 
Clouse, 12-year-old half-brother of 
the dead man, and John Clouse, 12, 
the dead man’s son, who saw the. 
ambush shooting of Tom Ferguson, 
union organizer, on Feb, 9. They 
named Moore and Lewis as among 
the deputies who shot Ferguson, 
and said that Bassham warned 
Lioyd Clouse not to allow the boys 
to appear before the grand jury. 

Description of Killing. 

Describing the killing of his 
brother, Jasper said: “Me and my 
brother went over to Verda camp 
to see a friend. We walked into a 
sa'loon, but the man we was a-look- 
ing for wasn’t there.” 

“Were either of you drinking?” 
La Follette asked. “No, sir.” 

“What did you do?” “I bought 
two pints of liquor and two packs of 
cigarettes.” 

“Did Lloyd speak to anyone?” 

“He didn’t say a word to any- 
body. I put the liquor and the 
cigarettes in my pockets, and we 
walked out. Six company guards 
from the Harlan-Wallins mine fol- 
lered us out.

The witness who described how 
this joint office was set up was 
Harold G. Seer, “security counsel” 
and office manager for “Raskob. On 
Nov 13 Raskob and du Pont had 
exchanged checkS for sizable blocks 
of stock which they were selling to 
each other. Du Pont made out a 
check for $4,606,000 to Raskob and 
Raskob made out a check for 34,- 
582,750 to du Pont. 

These checks were duly acknowl- 
edged as in payment for stocks rce- 
ceived, du Pont buying from Ras- 
kob 56,500 shares of General Mo- 
ters, 10,000 of Anaconda Copper, 
10,000 of Baltimore & Ohio, 4500 of 
Kennecott and 6400 of du Pont de 
Nemours, the family corporation in 
which most of the vast du Pont 
wealth is held. 

Mason B. Lemming, general coun- 
sei for the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue, who was examining Seer, then 
brought out that the witness on 
Nov. 15, two days later, had made 
out in his own handwriting a de- 
posit slip for Raskob for $4,606,000 
—the amount of du Pont’s check— 
and a deposit slip for $4,582,750 for 
du Pont, but Seer could remembcr 
little else about how these two 
checks found their way into the 
bank. 

Doesn’t Remember $9,000,000. 

“That makes a fair-sized total— 
$9,000,000,” Lemming said to the 
witness, “Don’t you remember the 
circumstances under which you 
made out those deposit slips?” 

“T don’t recollect,” See: replied. 

“Were you in Mr. Raskob’s office 
or in Mr. du Pont’s office?” “I 
don’t recollect.” 

‘““Who gave you these checks?” 
“T don’t recollect.” 

“Did Mr. du Pont ask you to 
write out his deposit slip?” 7a 
don’t recall.” 

The witness’ memory was sim- 
ilarly hazy on all other details of 
the transaction and he showed con- 
siderable nervousness during his 
testimony, speaking in a voice so 
low that Disney twice asked him to 
raise it. 

“May I say at the time we were 
under great financial stress,” Seer 
said when pressed for details. 

Not Enough Money in Bank. 

Lemming then sought to show 
that at the time Seer sent the 
checks to the bank for deposit Ras- 
kob did not have in his account 
sufficient funds to cover the check 
for $4,582,750 he had given to his 
friend, du Pont.

PLASTERING RAGKEI 


F. L. Goeddel, Contractor, Told 
How ‘Checking Committee”’ 
Passed on All Bids. 


F. L. Goeddel, the eighth plaster- 
ing contractor to testify for the 
Government in the trial of four la- 


bor leaders and five contractors 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
it by excessive prices for work paid 
for partly with P W A funds, re- 
sumed the witness stand for cross- 
examination today in United States 
District Judge George H. Moore's 
court. 

In his direct testimony Goeddel 
had supported the allegations of the 
indictment that the Contracting 
Plasterers’ Association had required 
all plastering bids to be; fixed and 
agreed upon by a “checking commit- 
tee” before submission to general 
contractors and that a predeter- 
mined amount was to be paid to the 
“Big Four” group of labor leaders 
under indictment, who were alleged 
to control the labor supply. 

On cross-examination by Walter 
R. Mayne of defense counsel, Goed- 
del said that members of the Con- 
racting Plasterers’ Association were 
not required to submit bids for pri- 
vate jobs for persons for whom they 
regularly had done work. Ques- 
tioned closely as to whether it was 
compulsory to submit other bids, 
the witness replied that he “had 
been called down for not doing it.’ 
This was done, he said, by Harry 
Niehaus, a member of the “check- 
ing committee” and one of the con- 
tractors on trial. 

Goeddel said he had prepared a 
bid of $35,600 for plastering the 
south wing of Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital, but decided not to submit 
it after conferring with members of 
the “checking committee.” 

“We were asked to go into a 
small room,” he related. “Peter An- 
derson (one of the defendants) said 
that the labor leaders had asked 
these fellows to put $6000 on the 
sceuth ward and that they told him 
within a few days we'd have ail 
ourneyman workmen from the busi- 
ness agent. Anderson said anybody 
who didn’t do it was taking an aw- 
ful chance.” 

The witness said, in response to 
questions by Mayne, that Anderson 
had added that he would not check 
the bids on the hospital south wing 
work. He was unshaken in his tes- 
timony that it was Anderson, and 
not some other person present, who 
had made the statement about the 
demand of the labor leaders. 

Goeddel identified six estimate 
sheets on other jobs which he said 
he had submitted to the]committee, 
usually to Peter Anderson, and 
which had been returned to him 
with the bid increased. In those 
cases, he testified, he had accepted 
the higher bids and submitted them. 

George Brenner, 4633 Tower 
Grove place, a contractor, testified 
that he was present at the confer- 
ence in which Anderson was said 
to have made the statement about 
the $6000 demand, but that he did 
not submit a bid. He said he heard 
such a statement but did not know 
whether Anderson made it. 

“Put in your bid,” he quoted An- 
derson as saying. “I’m not going 
to check it. Bid whatever you 
think is right.” 

Testimony that he was unable to 
obtain membership in the Contract- 
ing Plasterers’ Association although 
he had been a member of the Plas- 
tering Contractors’ Association, 
which was disbanded when the for- 
mer group was organized, was giv- 
en by Joseph T. Taylor, 6431 Etzel 
avenue. He was denied member- 
ship, he said he was told, because 
he did not carry a certain type of 
insurance required by the plaster- 
ers’ union. He said he had experi- 
enced difficulty in getting work- 
men. '

S. Y. Ivins, chief counsel for 
du Pont, objected that this was al- 
ready conceded in the record.

FEE OF CITY INVALID 


Supreme Court Holds Author- 
ity Exceeded in Taxing 
Number of Places. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 4.—The 
chain store license fee ordinance 
of the City of St. Louis, imposing 
a graduated scale of annual license 
fees upon operators of two or more 
stores or branches in the city, was 
declared invalid today by Division 
No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, on the ground it exceeded 
the taxing authority conferred on 
the city by State laws. 

The opinion, written by Commis- 
sioner Walter H. Bohling, affirmed 
a judgment of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court enjoining the city from en- 
forcing the ordinance. All of the 
Judges of Division No. 2 concurred 
in the ruling. 

The injunction suit attacking the 
ordinance, which became effective 
in July, 1932, was filed by the Kro- 
ger Grocer & Baking Co., the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co. 
and 12 other operators of chain 
stores or branches in St. Louis. 

Commissioner Bohling said the 
Legislature, through an act passed 
in 1879, authorized municipalities 
to license, tax and regulate mer- 
chants and manufacturers, and to 
levy a graduated annual license fee 
in proportion to the volume of sales 
made by such merchants and man- 
ufacturers. 

He held that the city had “tran- 
scended the scope of the authority 
conferred upon it” by this act, by 
levying license fees graduated ac- 
cording to the number of stores 
or branches operated, instead of in 
proportion to the annual sales. 

The commissioner said any at- 
tempt to exercise the authority 
conferred by the 1879 act to exact 
graduated annual license fees must 
be in conformity with the authority 
delegated, and the fees must be 
graduated in proportion to the an- 
nual sales. 

The city ordinance proposed an 
annual license fee on chain’ or 
branch stores, ranging from $25 
each for the first five stores, up to 
$250 each for all stores or branches 
in eXtess of 25. 


FOUR ELECTION CONTESTS 
ARE DISMISSED IN COURT 


Judge Drops Three for Failure to 
Prosecute; Plaintiff With- 
draws On 
Four election contests for the 
Democratic and Republican city 
committees in the primary election 
last August were dismissed in Cir- 
cuit Court today, three of them by 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood 
for failure of the plaintiffs to prose- 
cute them and one by the plaintiff 

voluntarily. 

Charles J. Hunt dismissed his 
suit against John B. Sullivan for 
Democratic City Committeeman of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward. The orig- 
inal count gave Hunt, a candidate 
for re-election, 2528 votes and Sul- 
livan 2645, a lead of 117 for Sul- 
livan. The recount did not change 
the result, and Hunt, in dismissing 
the suit, said the number of bal- 
lots in dispute was not sufficient 
to enable him .o overcome Sulli- 
van’s lead. 

Suits dismissed by Judge Kirk- 
wood were those of Jordan W. 
Chambers against William Culli- 
nane for Democratic City Commit- 
teeman of the Nineteenth Ward; 
Mrs. Ruth Hughes against Mrs. J. 
D. Madison for Republican City 
Committeewoman of the Nineteenth 
Ward, and Maurice J. Gordon 
against Samuel J. Lane for Repub- 
lican City Committeeman of the 
Same ward. On the basis of the of- 
ficial count, Cullinane defeated 
Chambers, 2276 to 1166: Mrs. Mad- 
ison defeated Mrs. Hughes, 1462 to 
1156, and Lane defeated Gordon, 
1339 to 908.

T0 MEET CITY BUDGET 


Director Meyers Suggests 15 
to 19 Cents on Assessed 
Values and Service Charges 


A new tax of 15 to 19 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation and two 
forms of service charge by the city 
were proposed by Budget Director 
Arthur C. Meyers today in submit- 
ting a draft of a $20,009,035 mu- 
nicipal budget for 1937-38 to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportione 
ment. 

He suggested their adoption be- 
cause of the demands on the reve- 
nue for public relief and govern- 
mental services, which resulted in 
a record deficit of about $2,000,000 
for the fiscal year which ended last 
month. The general municipal tax 
rate has been at the constitutional 
maximum of $1.35 on the $100 for 
a number of years. 

Meyers expressed the opinion that 
Section 22, Article X of the State 
Constitution authorized the city to 
levy an additional tax of not more 
than 25 cents on the $100 for street 
and bridge maintenance. Adoption 
of this tax, he pointed out, would 
meet the cost of six sections of the 
Street Division budget, for which 
the department had sought $1,257,- 
994 in 1937-38 and for which he ten- 
tatively allowed $956,691. 

A street and bridge tax of 19 
cents on the $100 would be required 
to raise the requested sum, or 15 
cents to provide for the allotment 
as reduced by the budget director. 
An additional tax rate of 15 cents 
on the $100 would ad $7.50 to the 
annual bill of a taxpayer assessed 
at $5000. 

Proposed Service Charges,

“To the seats of the four ousted 
politicians the Governor appointed 
citizens of high standing in the 
community. The new board super- 
vised the city’s registration for the 
important national election, and 
then presided over the eiection it- 
self to the complete satisfaction of 
the community as a whole. 

How Inquiry Was Conducted. 

“This very exacting investiga- 
tion, while the Post-Dispatch car- 
ried on its regular work of report- 
ing -the general news, was made 
possible by the establishment of a 
special staff under the city editor. 
Copies of the registration lists for 
the entire city were carefully ex- 
amined for. suspicious circum- 
stances, such as a disproportionate- 
ly large number of names at one 
address. As these were found, they 
were carefully checked in the field 
by reporters who visited the prem- 
ises, in many cases empty buildings 
or vacant lots. Thus it was that 


the evidence which accumulated in | 


the news columns was based on 
proved fraud. 

“The fraud was all the more vi- 
cious because it involved both 


_vicious political 


political parties. For, although 
there was no major contest in the 
Republican primary, and the _ at- 
tempt to steal the election was a 
contest between two factions of the 
Democratic party, the Republican 
election officials, equal in number 
to the Democrats, were equally 
guilty of the abandonment of a nec- 
essary safeguard for honest elec- 
tions. One such safeguard which 
had been in effect for years was 
the careful scrutiny of precinct elec- 
tion officials by the Election Board. 
This was deliberately cast aside by 
the board under which the frauds 
occurred, when it came into office. 
For it was substituted the highly 
improper practice of allowing ward 
committeemen of the two parties to 
name the 4014 judges and clerks of 
election in the 669 voting precincts. 
This amounted to virtual collusion 
on the part of the two parties. Fol- 
lowing the disclosures of fraud, the 
Post-Dispatch obtained and pub- 
lished confessions to this effect 
from various precinct officials.”

MAYOR GIVES UP | 
FIGHT FOR GITY’S 
REGISTRATION BILL 


Writes League of Women 
Voters ‘‘Everything Has 
Been Done”’—Takes No 


Stand on Substitute. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann has 
given up the effort to put through 
the Legislature the St. Louis per- 


manent registration bill, drafted by 
a civic committee of his appointing. 
He has taken no stand on the sub- 
stitute bill, which lacks the essen- 
tial safeguards of the bill prepared 
by his committee, and which is 
scheduled for passage by the lower 
house today. 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, chairman of the committee, 
has deferred action on a request of 
John B. Edwards, vice-chairman 
and former head of the Election 
Board, that he call the committee 
together with a view to condemn- 
ing the substitute measure, and 
asking the Legislature to defeat it. 
Wayman, in a statement issued last 
evening, took the position that he 
was not familiar enough with the 
substitute bill to condemn it; and 
that, unless it contains something 
which would “actively promote 
fraud,” it would be better to let it 
pass, with the hope of getting a 
later Legislature to amend it. 

The Mayor’s apparent purpose to 
drop the matter was expressed in a 
letter written by him to Mrs. Ivan 
H. Light, president of the League 
of Women Voters, and Miss Jeanne 
Blythe, chairman of the League’s 
permanent registration committee. 
They had asked him to go to Jef- 
ferson City in behalf of the orig- 
inal bill, reminding him that he had 
said he would do so. 


“Everything Has Been Done.” 

“What you say is true,” the May- 
or wrote to them. “I did assure the 
committee that I would’not only 
support the bill which it drafted 
but would go to Jefferson City in 
its behalf. I have supported the 
bill without reservation. I have not 
only supported it, but I have fre- 
quently and publicly given expres- 
sion to my hope that it would be 
passed as introduced. 

“I have seen and talked with 
every person whom I could have 
seen or interviewed had I yone to 
Jefferson City, and I feel that I 


could not accomplish anything more 
by making a trip to Jefferson City.

Mrs. Light issued a statement to- 
day, following’ receipt of the 
Mayor’s letter, reiterating the

It is up to the citizens who believe 
in honest elections to defeat the 
amended bill in the Senate. 

“Senator Percy Pepoon of the 
Thirtieth District and Senator Mi- 
chael Kinney of the Thirty-first, 
are the St. Louis members of the 
Senate Committee on Elections, and 
letters and messages should be 
sent them immediately urging that 
the original bill be reported out of 
committee. 

“We cannot agree with City Coun- 
selor Wayman that it is best to ac- 
cept a faulty bill in the hope of 
amending it in two years. It is well 
known that it is far more difficult 
to amend an existing law than to 
pass a new one.” 

As told yesterday, Miss Emma J. 
Bobb, former Election Board chair- 
man, and expert on election mat- 
ters, agreed with Edwards that the 
substitute should be defeated, hold- 
ing that it would represent a step 
backward, not forward, from the 
present system:

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STATE STOP SIN 
MEASURE STRKES 
SHAG IN SENATE 


St. Louis County Officers 
Appear for Bill and Are 
Accused of Maintaining 
Speed Traps. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 4. 
The State-wide stop sign bill, under 
which motorists could be fined for 
failure to observe stop. signs on 
State highways, struck an unex- 
pected snag in the Senate Roads 
and Highways Committee yester- 
day, when a delegation of St. Louis 
County peace officers appeared in 
its support. 

Members of the committee, un- 
doubtedly prompted by the pres- 
ence of the group, wanted to know 
what effect the bill might have 
on the “notorious St. Louis County 
speed traps.” Many of the Sen- 
ators, who said they or many con- 
stituents had been arrested unjust- 
ly in one of the traps, took a hos- 
tile attitude toward the measure. 

Constable Joseph Doran of Car- 


Jim Hogan and Justice of the 
Peace Frank Malone of Normandy 
Township found themselves defend- 
ing their methods cf enforcing 
traffic regulations in their districts 
while arguing for passage of the 
bill. They denied speed traps ex- 
isted in their townships, and said 
law enforcement on the highways 
in the county was “not as bad as 
the newspapers make it out to be.” 
They Want Teeth in Law. 

They said they hoped the pro- 
posed bill would be enacted so there 
would be some “teeth” in the law 
to compel observance of the school 
stop signs placed on the highways. 

“We make lots of arrests for fail- 
ing to stop at the schoo! crossings,” 
Constable Hogan said, “but they are 
hard to prosecute with lawyers for 
the Automobile Club saying they 
are going to appeal because we 
have no authority to make such ar- 
rests. Something has to be done to 
reduce the hazard and protect our 
school children, and I think this 
bill will do that. About 80 per cent 
of the arrests made in my town- 
ship are in school zones, and they 
are not speed traps.” 

Members of the committee, how- 
ever, had other ideas about the ex- 
istence of speed traps in St. Louis 
County. Senator Paur C. Jones of 
Kennett told the committee he had 
been arrested for speeding there on 
the open highway and required to 
pay $8.20 costs, assessed by a 
deputy constable. 

Four Drivers in Party Arrested. 

He said two years ago he drove 
several high school students to 
Columbia for athletic contests. 
There were four automobiles in the 
party, he said, and all the drivers 
had been arrested in St. Louis 
County and forced to pay the $8.20 
in costs. 

“When we returned I wanted to 
be safe and observe all the regula- 
tions,” he related. “I had all the 
students looking out for signs so I 
would not miss any. After we got 
out in the county I hit it up to 
about 60 miles an hour, and, sure 
enough, a man on a motorcycle 
overtook me and said I had to ‘tell 
it to the judge.’ 

“He made me drive back 14 miles 
to town, took me in some sort of a 
courtroom where a man I thought 
was a Justice of the Peace told me 
I would have to pay $8.20, or if

STARK REFUSES 
T0 GIVE WAY OVER 
KANSAS GITY JOBS 


Determined Not to Appoint 
Election Board Until 
After Adjournment of 
Legislature. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 4 — 
Gov. Stark has made it pointedly 
known that he has no intention of 
backing down in his contest with 
the Pendergast organization over 
the apointment of members of the 
Kansas City Board of Election 
Commissioners, though he has 
avoided any official recognition 
that there is a “sit down strike” in 
progress in the State Senate. 


It has been apparent for several 
weeks that the Governor was de- 
laying the Kansas City appoint- 
ments until the adjournment of the 
Legislature, and that the Legisla- 
ture was being held in session by 
Senator Casey, the Pendergast lead- 
er in the Senate, far beyond the 
time necessary to dispose of all 
legislation under consideration. 

To say that the Governor’s pur- 
pose was to avoid submission of 
the appointees for confirmation by 
a Senate controlled by the Casey- 
Kinney-Brogan group, or _ that 
Casey was determined to hold the 
Legislature in session until the ap- 
pointments were submitted would 
be to read the minds of both the 
Governor and Casey, neither of 
whom has said anything to disclose 
his purpose, but both have good 
poker faces and there is little doubt 
among any legislative observer that 
both are playing a waiting game. 
Senate Has Held Short Sessions. 


The present Legislature has had 
few problems which required deep 
study and none that could not have 
been worked out in the regular 70- 
day session, but the Senate has 
been drifting along without pre- 
tense of diligent work. In four 
months it has held only one after- 
noon session, and its morning ses- 
sions with very few exceptions have 
been of iess than two hours’ dura- 
tion. It has adjourned before 
noon each Friday and has not 
reconvened until 3 o’clock Monday 
afternoon, then to be in session 
only about an hour. 


Those who watch the proceedings 
have been unable to find one bill 
to which there is sufficient opposi- 
tion to account for the very evident 
procrastination. They can see no 
explanation except the desire of the 
Pendergast organization to exercise 
its veto power over the Kansas 
City appointments through refusal 
of the Senate to confirm them if 
they are politically unsatisfactory to 
the boss. The Governor formally 
announced yesterday that at the 
present time the only appointments 
he had under consideration were 
those of heads of departments and 
members of boards and commis- 
sions where terms of present mem- 
bers had expired. 

The Governor even listed the 
jobs, many of them of rather minor 
importance, but he did not include 
the Kansas City Election Board, 
the terms of all members of which 
expired nearly four months ago.

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ROOSEVELT SAVES MIDSHIPMEN 
FACING OUSTER OVER EYESIGHT 


61 Annapolis Men Retained for 
Places in Other Govern- 
mental Activities.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—A House 
naval subcommittee learned today 
that President Roosevelt had inter- 
vened on behalf of Naval Academy 
undergraduates threatened with 
dismissal for defective vision. 

Rear Admiral P. S. Rossiter, navy 
Surgeon-General, told the commit- 
tee 142 of the midshipmen have 
been found to have defective vision 
and, under past procedure, would 
have been rejected. “In view of the 
proposed governmental reorganiza- 
tion,” the Admiral said, “the Presi- 
dent himself has requested that as 
many of the students be retained 
as possible, because, although they 
might not be fit for line duty in 
the navy, they could be placed in 
other governmental activities. Six- 
ty-one are being retained, Rossiter 
said.

Firm Not to Deal With 
Any Other Group, but 
No Employe Is Required 


to Join Union. 


The St. Louis Car Co., 8000 North 
Broadway, resumed operations this 
morning following settlement yes- 
terday of the 35-day strike of 870 
shop men organized by the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Four hundred men returned to 
their jobs today and the remainder 
will be taken back wi&hin the next 
10 days as production returns to 
normal. 

About 500 strikers, meeting yes- 
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terday afternoon in a union hall 
at 3414A Union boulevard, ap- 
proved a company offer of union 
recognition, an increase in the basic 
wage and a shorter work week. 

The offer was the third proposed 
by Edwin B. Meissner, company 
president, and called for an in- 
crease of 7 cents in the hourly pay 
rate. Later, at the request of the 
men, John Doherty, C I O organ- 
izer, asked that the increase be 
changed to 8 cents, making’ the 
shop minium 50 cents an _ hour. 
This was granted. The question of 
a 40 or 44-hour week was left to 
the men, who voted for the 40-hour 
week. They formerly worked 49% 
hours. 

The agreement, which is tenta- 
tive, was the fifteenth contract 
signed by an employer and the CI 
O Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee in St. Louis and vicinity. It 
provides that negotiations for piece 
work and day rate scales be start- 
ed May 10 and completed by June 
22: all men laid off to be returned 
to work; the agreement to be in 
effect until Feb. 28, 1938. 

Lodge 1055, Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel & Tin Work- 
ers, was recognized as the bargain- 
ing agency, but no employe is re- 
quired to join the union in order 
to work. The company agreed not 
to recognize any other union or 
group during the period of the 
agreement, or to attempt to form 
a company organization. The C I O 
union is restrained from soliciting 
memberships on company time or 
property.

The Cardinals moved into

The Cardinals were heavily in 
debt, in 1919, and hadn’t so much 
of a ball club, either. They sold 
their old park at Vandeventer 
and Natural Bridge to pay off 
more than $175,000 in debts con- 
tracted in the purchase of the 
club from Mrs. Schuyler P. Brit- 
ton, and then moved into Phil 
Ball’s grounds to save the expense 
of putting up a new park. 

From that time things began 
to move upward and onward. By 
1924 Rickey had assembled some 


fine players and by 1925 they be- 
gan to function under Hornsby. 
In 1926 the club began a career 
of almost unprecedented success. 
And all the time Rickey was 
building up the farm system, in 
the face of bitter opposition. 

Today, 16 years from the time 
the club adopted Sportsman’s 
Park as its home, the club can 
point to a few interesting  in- 
stances of progress:

TRYOUTS CONTINUE 
FOR OPERA DANCERS 


24 Girls and 12 Men Being 
Selected for Jobs in 
Chorus. 


Feet in scuffed ballet shoes were 
put down with precision or inde- 
cision and bare legs swung, some 
gracefully, some heavily, as tryouts 
for the Municipal Opera chorus 
continued this morning at Munici- 


pal Auditorium. A dancing chorus 
of 36—24 girls and 12 men—will be 
selected. 

Auditions for singers—if running 
quickly through the s6cales could 
be called that—were held yesterday 
at Assembly Hall No. 1. About 340 
women applying for 32 singing jobs 
were pared down to 56, from which 
final selections will be made tomor- 
row. There were 250 applicants for 
24 places in the male _ singing 
chorus, of which 42 were told to 
come back today for further try- 
outs. 

The men, heard during the after- 
noon, appeared to be much younger 
on the average than the women, 
who had tried out in the morning. 
Although there was one as old as 
47 years, almost all of them were 18 
to 22. There was one blond little 
fellow of 16 wrote on his card that 
he was training for an operatic ca- 
reer and who tried hard to achieve 
a smooth baritone, but who couldn't 
quite make it this season. 

Good Voices Hard to Find. 


The male chorus jobs, as well as | 


those for women, pay $30 a week 
for a 12-week season, with four 
weeks of rehearsal at no pay. One 
member of the production staff re- 
marked that wasn’t enough to at- 
tract older men away from steadier 
jobs. Richard Berger, the new pro- 
ducing director, had a hard time 
finding voices that satisfied him. 
Sitting at a table in front of the 
stage with Music Director George 
Hirst and Stage Director Zeke Col- 
van, while the applicants filed by a 
piano on the stage, Berger repeat- 
edly muttered side comments to his 
associates.

Simpson, he said he had cashed 
several checks for her and that 
“Mrs. Garrett” explained that the 
checks were received for property 
rented .to persons on relief. 


At the previous trial, Circuit 
Judge John W. Joynt declared a 
mistrial when the State closed its 
case after Simpson related he had 
been informed that Mrs. Metro's fa- 
ther, Frank J. Mitchell, had been 
seen talking to a friend of one of 
the jurors during a recess. Mitch- 
ell told the Court the conversation 
was unimportant, but Judge Joynt 
discharged the jury “to make assur- 
ance doubly sure.” 

Mrs. Metro, who lived at 2843 
Union boulevard, was acquitted last 
October of forging an indorsement 
to a $6 relief check, offering the 
explanation that she had used the 
proceeds to buy svpplies for the 
wife and children of the man to 
whom it was payable because he 
had failed to use the proceeds of 
relief checks for the benefit of his

Finance Departments Next

WASHINGTON, May 4. The 
House completed congressional ac- 
tion today on a $1,503,441,943 appro- 
priation to finance the Postoffice 
and Treasury Departments for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. It 
adopted a Senate-House conference 
report ironing out differences be- 
tween the two houses. The measure 
now goes to the President for sig- 
nature. 

In its final form, the total in the 
bill was $12,554,275 below Budget 
Bureau estimates. Despite that re- 
duction, it carried approximately 
$230,000,000 more than last year, 
largely because of mandatory ap- 
propriations for the social] security 
retirement fund. 

The major Senate-House differ- 
ences involved the Air Mail Serv- 
ice. The two groups compromised 
on an addition of $250,000 to the 
item for domestic air mail, bringing 
that total to $14,500,000, and the 
House accepted the change. The 
Senate had proposed an increase of 
$537,894.

FINISH THE JOB. 


It is the common fate of the indolent to see 

their rights become a prey to the active. The 
condition upon which God has given liberty to 
man is eternal vigilance. 
These frequently quoted words from John Philpot 
Curran’s historic speech in 1790 upon the right of 
election, as well as the similar quotation attributed to 
Jefferson—“eternal vigilance is the price of liberty” 
—come to mind on taking stock of the election situa- 
tion in St. Louis today. Eternal vigilance is as much 
the price of liberty in 1937 as it was when Thomas 
Jefferson and the famous Irish parliamentary leader 
sounded their warnings. 

And yet what is the situation in St. Louis? Is the 
eommunity on guard? Or is it suffering “the common 
fate of the indolent” and allowing its rights to “be- 
come a prey to the active”? 

Last July, a few days before the primary, the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed the existence of wholesale 
fraud in the registration of voters. The disclosure 
was laughed at by the then sitting members of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, but this newspaper 
continued, day after day, to pile up the evidence of 
padded registration lists until ghost voters-to-be were 
established in each of the city’s 28 wards. 

The Election Commissioners, thus confronted with 
a mountain of evidence which could not be ignored, 
reluctantly ordered a recheck on the eve of the pri- 
mary. The result was that some 46,000 names, form- 
ing 12 per cent of the whole registration, were found 
to be presumably fraudulent. With this came public 
statements of precinct officials revealing the looseness 
and downright corruption with which the primary 
registration had been conducted. Indictments fol- 
lowed and in September Gov. Park took the unprec- 
edented step of removing from office “for the bet- 


missioners whom he had appointed to office. 
That was how newspaper vigilance prevented 


possible to stop in its tracks a city-wide scheme to 
nominate by phantom voters. But that was only one 
phase of the fight. A newspaper may reveal the 
fact of fraud; it is the duty of the public’s elected 
officers to punish the guilty. 

The job has been started, but it is a long way from 
finished. 


mistaken—as it seems to us—interpretation of the 
law permitting but not expressly requiring contin- 
uances for defendants who engage members of the 
Legislature as counsel.

Will it protect its 
liberty with continuing vigilance? Only the commu- 
nity and its officials can provide the answer.

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FAIR WARNING TO LIQUOR INTERESTS. 

The Illinois Liquor Control Commission hag or- 
dered the revocation of the license of the Gast 
Distributing Co. of East St. Louis, East Side dis- 
tributing company for the Gast Brewery, Inc., of St. 
Louis. The order was the penalty for the alleged 
subsidization of saloon keepers, who in turn sold 
the company’s products. At hearings conducted in 
Springfield last week, officers of the brewing com- 
pany said they had no knowledge of the subsidizing, 
but various saloon keepers said they had received 
financial assistance from the company for the pur- 
chase of barroom furnishings and other equipment. 
The company’s former sales manager for the East St. 
Louis district testified that he had been authorized 
to advance from $25 to $250 to a number of saloon 
keepers, in violation of the Illinois liquor laws. 

If the brewery does not choose to accept the find- 
ing and order, it may ask for a rehearing before the 
commission or for a review of the evidence in court. 
What further investigation would show is not known, 
but we have the promise of the commission’s chair- 
man, Arthur S. Smith, that the commission is just 
beginning to do what it is going to do in “stopping 
subsidization.” Mr. Smith’s recent realistic investiga- 
tion into the generally undesirable conditions in the 
East St. Louis area shows that he means business. 
Other liquor control officers will be acting in the 
same manner. 

If beer and liquor manufacturers and dealers act 
in their own interests as well as the public’s, they 
will take the warning of the Illinois control body for 
the signal which it is. To ignore it is to ignore one 
of the chief teachings of experience in the. liquor 
business, namely, that greedy subsidizing was a large 
factor in causing the public to rise up against the 
traffic in indignant and effective protest. 
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WHY MUSSOLINI SMILED. 

An American publisher, visiting Italy some three 
years ago, had the audacity to tell Mussolini that the 
world would applaud if he gave his country a free 
press. “But we have a free press,” the dictator re- 
plied. The remark was accompanied by a _ broad 
smile, according to the Associated Press report of the 
incident.

New York City’s strip-tease and smutty joke indus- 
try, otherwise known as burlesque, has been closed 
down by the refusal of License Commissioner Moss 
to renew licenses for 14 theaters, and their operators 
are now appealing to the courts for permission to 
reopen.

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PROBATION FOR AN EMBEZZLER. 

Federal Judge Charles B, Davis is to be commend- 

ed for tempering justice with mercy by granting pro- 
bation to the 68-year-old bank employe who had been 
convicted of embezzling $1500 from a Missouri bank. 
The man had been employed in banks for 40 years, 
and had a previous good record. He had restored 
the amount of his embezzlement by selling all his 
property and borrowing from a friend. The ex-cash- 
ier’s plea of guilty, his past record and the reimburse- 
ment were all mitigating circumstances, but probably 
the fact of greatest influence was his “pitifully low 
salary,” which, he explained, caused him to commit 
the theffs in order to meet living expenses. 
. Here was an experienced employe, entrusted with 
handling other people’s money, for which he received 
the truly pitiful amount of $75 a month. It is not 
to condone stealing to point out that employers who 
pay starvation wages to trusted workers are simply 
inviting theft. The worker who succumbs to tempta- 
tion is guilty in the eyes of the law, while the em- 
ployer whose niggardly pay induces him to succumb 
is legally guiltless. But what of the moral guilt? 

There are gambling embezzlers and high-living em- 
bezzlers, and they deserve the full penalties of the 
law. But there are two sides to the case of the out- 
rageously underpaid worker who goes wrong, and 
Judge Davis in effect recognizes the other side in this 
instance.

The birthday of Horace Mann, the “father of the 
American public school,” which falls today, takes on 
special significance this year. For it was in 1837— 
just a century ago—that the Massachusetts Yankee, 
already well embarked on a lucrative practice, gave 
up a promising career in the law and legislative halls 
to become the first State education officer. He was 
president of the Massachusetts State Senate when ap- 
pointed to the then unique post which his State’s 
pioneering education law established.

But he 
preferred to cut the trail for public education—to 
win tax support, to make schools free, to eliminate 
sectarianism, to establish training schools for teach- 
ers, to fight prejudice and selfishness, in short, to 
lay the foundation for what has been described as 
America’s finest contribution to the civilization of 
the world. “Be ashamed to die until you have won 
some victory for humanity,” he told his last graduat- 
ing class as president of Antioch College. It was a 
preachment which he practiced throughout his life 
in behalf of many good causes. No school child 
should leave the grades without being apprised of 
the debt which he owes to Horace Mann.

The schools, the colleges and universities— 
these are the great agencies which society 
has set up for the welfare of our youth and 
of our nation. They are peculiar in that 
they seek their dividends in the public wel- 
fare alone; and they can be trusted, I am

SCHOOL BOARD HEARING 
ON ANTF-UNION RULE 


Four Members Announce Stand 
for Repeal of Restriction 
on Teachers. 


Repeal of the 11-year-old, dead- 
letter rule forbidding teachers and 
other Instruction Department em- 
ployes to belong to labor unions 
was taken under advisement by the 
Board of Education Instruction 
Committee following a public hear- 
ing last night. Seven spokesmen of 
unions and civic groups and four 
board members spoke against the 
rule. No one spoke for it. 

The committee received, in a 


sealed envelope, and left unopened, 
the result of a secret poll of the 
2700 teachers and principals to de- 
termine their sentiment on the rule. 
This will be examined by the com- 
mittee, together with a statement 
from the professional organizations 
of the teaching corps in explanation 
of the result, at an executive ses- 
sion later this week. 

Representatives of the teachers’ 
organizations declined today to 
make public the vote, but it was 
generally believed a majority fa- 
vored retention of the rule. 

Four Members Committed. 

With four of the 12 board mem- 
bers committed to repeal of the 
regulation, there were indications 
that a majority of the board would 
vote for repeal at the monthly meet- 
ing next Tuesday night. 

A few teachers were among the 
40 persons attending the hearing. 
Eight board members were present: 
Mrs. Haymer Lowenhaupt, a mem- 
ber of the Instruction Committee; 
Mark D. Eagleton, elected to the 
board last month; Dr. David C. 
Todd, who introduced the resolution 
for repeal, and Dr. Solon Cameron 
spoke for abandonment of the rule, 
providing that the action implied 
no coercion in attempted unioniza- 
tion of teachers. 

Other members present were 
President Francis C, Sullivan, Ed- 
ward A, Ferrenbach and John J. 
Sheahan, chairman’ and member, 
respectively, of the Instruction 
Committee, and Dr. Rudolph Hof- 
meister. Among members expected 
to vote for repeal is Thomas F. 
Quinn, president of the Building 
Trades Council. 

_ Mrs. Lowenhaupt’s Statement. 

| Mrs. Lowenhaupt declared the 
board should keep in step with the 
trend of the times for organization 
of employes and called the rule un- 
‘democratic and contrary to the dig- 
nity of the teaching profession. She 
raised a question as to the validity 
of the rule under a deCcision of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri a num- 
ber of years ago knocking out lim- 
itation of teachers’ appointments to 
one year, 

Eagleton argued for the right of 
persons of intellectual attainments 
to organize. 

Dr. Todd said it was not a ques- 
tion of unionism or non-unionism 
but of liberty. 

The Teachers’ Union of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, an affiliate 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, has been agitating for abroga- 
tion of the rule for more than two 
years, but has declined to disclose 
its membership.

1000 Thrown Out of Work by Clos- 
ing of Schneierson Plant at 
Fall River, Mass.

FALL RIVER, Mass., May 4.—The 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, an affiliate of the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, today called a strike at lL.

The factory is said to be the larg- 
est cotton-rayon underwear plant 
in the world.

The 
union asks for a $15 weekly mini- 
mum wage for those with six 
months or more experience; 15 per 
cent increase for time and piece 
work: a 40-hour week, time and a 
half for overtime, and recognition of 
the union. 


WISE CALLS HITLER MADMAN 


Rabbi Says “Catholics Are Next, 
Protestants Will Follow.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 4— 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise in an ad- 
dress here last night said he consid- 
ered Adolf Hitler a “madman who is 
“out to destroy civilization.” 
Opening the annual Jewish Wel- 
fare Federation campaign here, the 
New Yorker asserted Jews were 
“the first victims for Hitler to at- 
tack because we are numerically 
weakest” and that the German’s 
‘speech of last Saturday presages 
“you of the Catholic Church are 
next.” “And you Protestants who 
think you are safe should know 
that you will follow,” Rabbi Wise 
added.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins proposed ex- 
pansion of State labor mediation 
services today to help settle and 
prevent strikes during the develop- 
ment of collective bargaining. 

She said in an address before her 
second labor-industry collective 
bargaining conference: 

“The first of these conferences 
. + « brought about the understand- 
ing that it will be the purpose of 
management and labor to practice 
collective bargaining as it is de- 
fined in the National Labor Rela- 


tions Act (Wagner act), now the 
law of the land under the recent 
Supreme Court decision. 

“Many employers and _ workers, 
however, lack experience in collec- 
tive bargaining. Because of this 
there will be need for co-operation 
among State and Federal agencies 
engaged in conciliation work — and 
representatives of labor and man- 
agement—so as to minimize stop- 
pages of work through misunder- 
standings by either workers or em- 
ployers. 

Conciliators Needed. 

“Federal and State conciliators 
can perform a highly useful service 
in the public interest with the co- 
operation I am sure they will re- 
ceive from labor and management 
in the coming months. 

“When differences arise and a 
conference is called, which fails to 
make headway toward an adjust- 
ment, a conciliator should be sum- 
moned. 

“Negotiations should not be brok- 
en off without calling on the serv- 
ices of such an expert. Very often 
his ideas and advice will be helpful 
in finding a solution or limiting the 
points of disagreement.” 

Gov. Frank Murphy of Michigan 
and Gov. Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York have proposed mediation 
boards for their states as part of a 
suggested labor relations law. 

Union Against Michigan Plan. 

The Michigan measure, which 
would prohibit strikes until the 
board had exhausted all possibili- 
ties of mediation, was opposed last 
night by Homer Martin, president 
of the United Automobile Workers 
of America. He called it “inimical 
to the interests of the working 
people.”

The new plan of organization pro- 
vides that the chairman of the board 
shall be the chief executive officer.

In addition an administration 
‘committee was established, which 
in collaboration with the Policy 
Committee, will develop forward 
operating policies. 

Marvin E. Coyle, general manager 
of Chevrolet motor division and 
Floyd O. Tanner were elected vice- 
presidents, the latter to deal with 
labor relationships. 

Sloan became chairman of both 
the Policy and the Administration 
Committees.

Statement by Directors. 

In a statement after the session, 
the board said: 

“The new plan (of organization) 
now adopted is based upon the con- 
viction that the broader problems 
of management divide themselves 
into two groups; one involving 
policy, and the second administra- 
tion of policy. ... 

“Experience has shown that ow- 
ing to pressure under which the 
corporation’s executives operate the 
demands of administration limit the 
opportunity for the effective devel- 
opment of advanced policies, par- 
ticularly as there is involved in 
their evolution much study and re- 
search.

Carrying 
out a promise of economy in. the 
1932 State Democratic platform, and 
a promise to consolidate offices and 
bureaus whereVer possible, the 1933 
Legislature consolidated the offices 
of County Collector and County 
Treasurer in these counties. 

The House recently passed a bill 
re-creating the office of treasurer, 
though the 1933 act did not become 
effective until Jan. 1 this year, 
when the terms of those holding 
the treasurers’ offices at the time 
the Legislature abolished them, ex- 
pired, and there had been no op- 
portunity to test the working of 
the consolidation. The bill came 
up for consideration in the Senate 
yesterday afternoon. 

Patronage Involved. 

Owing to the fact that the patron- 
age involved was considerable, it 
had been the general opinion the 
bill would pass, and Donnelly, in 
opposing it, said there appeared lit- 
tle probability it would be defeated. 

“But,” he said, “though there 
has been no chance to test the ef- 
ficiency of these consolidations, it is 
now proposed to undo what we did 
four years ago. 

“There is not the least demana 
for the taxpayers of these counties, 
where ther® is a saving of from 
$1000 to $1500 a year through the 
consolidation of the two offices, 
for recreating the office of County 
Treasurer. 

“The only demand comes from 
people who want to be County 
Treasurer, or from politicians in 
these counties who have friends 
that want to get into these jobs. 

“Grab Bag Legislature.” 

“We are going to lose the confi- 
dence of the people if we keep on 
passing salary increase bills as we 
have this session, and increasing 
the number of jobs. So far there 
has been only one bill passed which 
has decreased salaries, and that 
was introduced by the Senator from 
St. Louis County (Senator Mce- 
Cormick). If we do not watch our- 
selves this Legislature will go down 


in history as the ‘grab bag Legis- 
lature.’

giving an account of work at her 
Far Eastern outpost supported by 
the society. 

Dr. Grey and her associates, all 
women on the hospital staff, insti- 
tuting American medical and nurs- 
ing standards, have a big job cut 
out for them in a country where 
the average life expectancy is 26 
years, where 530 children in every 
1000 die before they are 1 year old, 
where of maternal mortality Dr. 
Grey says, “No estimate can be 
made of that. If they don’t die 
in childbirth, many die eventually 
of injuries suffered at that time,” 
where in her hospital they had 200 
cases of abnormal obstetrics last 
year. And in a district where six 
years ago, according to a Rockefel- 
ler Foundation survey, 66 per cent 
of the population were afflicted 
with hookworm, 90 per cent with 
roundworm. 
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control. 

“Aside from these problems and 
just about every surgical emergen- 
cy we ever encountered in our 
training and many more unheard of 
in Western medical annals—for the 
, . Burmese can have more strange ac- 
: — = cidents and bring us more neglected 
re infections than the medical books 
ever dreamed of—life is very pleas- 
ant in Burma,” she concluded. “It 
really is,” she laughed at her inter- 
viewer’s incredulity. “We get ne- 
glected wounds that have been 
caked over with mud and salt to 
make them stop bleeding, but you 
have many diseases we don’t have 
at all. And infections are never 
so virulent there as here, due to 
the curative properties of the roast- 
ing hot sun. 

“We have a delightful English 
speaking colony and more_ social 
engagements than we can possibly 
find time for, more tennis and tea 
and dinner parties, where, as the 
‘British soldier’ said, you can ‘raise 
a thirst. We skip over to Rangoon 
for a good movie, musical or other 
attraction. There is lots of society. 
Our houses of teakwood or plaster 
are quite comfortable. 

“It’s perfectly true,” she added,

STRANGE thing about these 
A issionaries is that they always 

seem so eager to get back to 
the appalling conditions they tell of. 
“It’s like an Anglo-Indian girl I 
know who contracted leprosy,” Dr. 
Grey explained it, when drawn 
apart for an interview between con- 
ferences at the Third Baptist 
Church. “It was a long time be- 
fore she received the heavenly 
grace to immolate herself in a leper 
colony. She.had been beautifully 
educated, with several languages at 
her tongue’s end, music, art, many 
social accomplishments. It was hard 
for her to renounce the world. But 
now, with the schools she has start- 
ed, games, gardening, occupational 
and recreational projects, she has 
transformed life in that leper asy- 
lum. She couldn’t possibly be 
spared. She knows now she couldn’t 
be so useful, and therefore so hap- 
py, anywhere else. 
“IT am keen to get back, too, to 
see how our new political order is 
working. Burma, which since 1830 
had been an Indian province, re- 
cently has been granted autonomy 
and some _ self-government, The 
first elections were held this month, 
I cannot think they will make much 
difference, however, since the Brit- 
ish Lieutenant-Governor still has 
the power to check and veto acts of 
the Parliament. 
“About the most frightful situa- 


tion we are confronted with among 
the Burmese people,” she continued, 
“is their cruel, barbarous obstetrical 
practices. If a mother, lives through 
the inhuman tortures inflicted upon 
her in childbirth, it is all but a 
miracle. This native custom among 
the ignorant accounts for the fact 
that only the well-educated have 
families of any size. Victims of these 
methods account for the more than 
200 cases of abnormal deliveries we 
had in our hospital last year. 


“That is where our principal use- 
fulness comes in,” said the doctor, 
“teaching native women scientific 
midwifery. We are turning them 
out 40 in a class yearly, each with 
three years straight medical nurs- 
ing training and one year of spe- 
cialization in obstetrics.”

“I suggest you approach the 
problem from two angles,” says Dr.

This means a life rela- 
tively free from excitement, plenty 
of sleep, quiet play, little personal 
notice. Second, be sure he has 
enough physical exercise to use up 
a normal amount of energy. 

“There is often a slight nervous 
instability in these ‘habit’ children; 
this fact calls for exceptional poise 
end calm in the parent, and the use 
of steady, quiet persistence in help- 
ing the child to establish right 
habits of reaction. Unfortunately 
there is no short-cut in the process 
of re-education.”

Comparing the wise parent to a 
horse trainer with his hurdles, Dr. 
Jackson warns again 
that the years under six are the 
most significant in establishing 
right personality trends, and em- 
phasizes through examples that 
these trends are dependent not only 
on ‘what bad habits are circum- 
vented but on the early realization 
that “it is good psychology to put 
a thing through once it is started.” 
Care should of course be taken as 
to what is started, and the wise 
parent avoids setting a youngster 
to a task that is beyond his power 
of accomplishment either physically 
or emotionally. 

The advice given by Dr. Jackson 
in her latest book, “Guiding Your 
Life,” is based on a background 
of scientific knowledge, practical 
experience and her ability for keen 
analysis. Another of her books 
written as a guide to happiness and 


health, “Outwitting Our Nerves,” 
has sold more than 100,000 copies 
and is in its second edition. 

In closing the first part of “Guid- 
ing Your Life,” devoted to the six 
most important years of a child's 
life, Dr. Jackson says: 

“No parent would willingly be a 
party to the cause in laying the 
foundation in his child for a later 
nervous breakdown, Yet psychol- 
ogy tells us and psychoanalysis is 
proving that the reaction pattern 
for a nervous breakdown in later 
years is laid before the sixth year.

Yet our forefathers, even the an- 
cients, were not so entirely lacking 
in sensible advice. And sometimes 
I think they have a laissez faire 
wisdom which might well be ap- 
plied to our own more streruous 
ways of doing things. 

The other night I took up one of 
the real medical fathers—the book 
“On Medicine” of Celsus. Celsus 
was a Roman gentleman who lived 
in the days of Tiberius Caesar. He 
was not a doctor strictly, but a 
large landowner and proprietor. 
He wrote a treatise on agriculture 
also, and probably used his medi- 
cal skill largely on the workers— 
slaves and freedman—ohn his great 
farm, probably being consulted, as 
his reputation grew, by neighbors 
and at last by visitors from the 
great city. His treatise was one of 
the first which was issued by the 
printing presses in 1478; it had an 
enormous vogue, and for a while 
was the standard treatise on meéd- 
icne in Europe. So much so that 
when that strange figure of the 
Renaissance wanted to choose the 
most eminent of the ancients to 
compare himself with, he selected 
the name “Paracelsus” to show he 
was superior to all. 


The first paragraph in Celsus’ 
book says: 

“A man in health who is both 
vigorous and his own master, 
should be under no _ obligatory 
rules and have no need either for 
a medical attendant or for a rub- 
ber and anointer.” 

That is a lesson which it seems 
to me is more necessary in our own 
day even than his. 


“If you feel good, stay away from 
doctors”—that is what it says. 
Wouldn’t most doctors today ap- 
prove of that? I think so. One of 
the best made a rule the other 
day: “While you feel well, act as 
if disease doesn’t exist; when you 
feel bad, don’t try to monkey with 
yourself but go to a doctor.” 


HEN notice that Celsus says, “A 
man in health should be under 
no obligatory rules,”. If you feel 
good, do as you like. Life was 
made to be enjoyed—not to torture 
yourself exercising in a gymnasium 
or staying on a fantastic diet. Even 
if these prolonged your life, they, 
would simply prolong it so you 
could torture and starve yourself 
longer. If you are in good health 
and feel well, you are in a perfect 
position to enjoy life to the full, 
Do so without any  conscience- 
stricken thoughts towards hygiene. 
As to food, Celsus says “to avoid 
no kind of food in common use.” 
That is as good dietetic advice as 
anybody could give you today. 
That is really a balanced diet. If 
you eat everything that is ordinar- 
ily being eaten, you will be almost 
certain to get all those things, such 
as the vitamins and minerals, that 
all the experts keep preaching te 
you about.
